"The London press today blazed 


with reports of the accusation made 
in the Trade Union Congress at 
Edinburgh that Colonel J. T. C. 
Moorebrabazon, British minister of 
aircraft production, had expressed 
the hope that the German and 
Russian armies would "exterminate 
each other" and leave Britain the 
dominating power in Europe.

Prance only ten days ago, it was an- 
nounced officially today.

161st German division, the Russian 
daily communique stated in its sup- 
plementary portion. .

to the German border. 


Russian counterattacks and fight-

Lines Hold 


For the fifth consecutive day the 


official 
Moscow communique de- 


clared Russian defense positions un- 
changed as the Red Army stood off 
German onslaughts and struck back 
in sector after sector along the en- 
tire front. 


The Moscow radio broadcast a 


statement that the Germany army 
was bleeding to death slowly from 
the wounds of almost ten and a 
half weeks of costly assault It de- 
clared 
the Nazi casualties 
had 


mounted to 2.500.000—with 1,000,000 
of that total killed. 


No specific sectors were named in 


Moscow war reports, but the mid- 
night communique credited massive 
Russian tanks with literally smash- 
ing beneath their heavy treads a 
German light tank attack at the 
outskirts of a city identified only as 
"D." 


Tanks Successful 


The attackers first ran into heavy 


Russian artillery fire, the war re- 
port declared, and then into a coun- 
terattack by big Russian tanks 
which, in their first sweep forward, 
crushed 20 German tanks and put 
others out of action. 


Altogether , the attacking Ger- 


mans were said to have lost 
99 


tanks. 100 trucks, 10 armored cars. 
50 motorcycles, 60 cannon and many 
lighter arms.

"The Poor Drone" 


When a Queen bee is born she 


flies from the hive and soars sky- 
ward The drones start after her. 
The fastest drone, one who can 
travel highest, will catch the bee 
high in the sky The mating takes 
place immediately and the drone 
dies within an hour Thus the old 
saying "The Poor Drone " 


When a colony u> formed huge 


wooden frames, all made by Mr 
Sachs who also makes his own hives, 
are placed inside A Queen bee and 
her workers immediately start to 
work. The workers fly to orchards 
and flower gardens for nectar, some 
traveling as many as five miles from 
their colony to gather nectar 


One of the startling things we 


learned is that the average bee will 
carry about a small teaspoonful of
